When the slege was raised one of the 


most difficult problems presented was how

Without their help the people in the legation 
compound could never have held out against 


the attacks of the Boxers. who had the 
Chinese government with them in every way. 


These native Christians came to us for 
refuge, it is true, but they risked and lost 
their lives many of them in building our de- 
fenses. Every white man was needed to 
handle the guns. When the siege was 
raised starvation confronted these people. 
Everything they owned had, of course, been 
destroyed. | 

In the neighborhood were houses of Box- 
ers, now deserted, which had been the head- 
quarters of the men who were firing upon 
us. If we had been strong enough we should 
certainly have captured the houses during 
the siege and used everything in them for 
our support. No one would dispute our fight 
to do so. Now, the soldiers of all the armies 
were looting houses and seizing stores of rice 
and millet, so that soon there would be 
nothing left. Under these conditions, some 


| of the Boxer houses were seized and their 


contents, clothing, furniture, curios. were 
sold for the benefit of the native Christians 
to give them food. It was simply a ques- 
tion of leaving these poor people to starve 
and these houses to be looted by the soldiers 
or other Chinese, or taking them to feed the 
native Christians, and this was done. 

“The miesionaries acted with nobility and

It seemed to us 
that the créche department needed enlarg- 
ing, and my daughter purposed building a 
special house. We have purchased the land, 


that the Hull House is now caring for forty

one apartment house in 10,000 is built so that 
all the rooms have light, but in this new 
structure every room will have sunlight.” | 


Hull House to Have Charge. a 

The nursery and apartment house will be 
in Ewing street, near the Hull House, and 
will be under the control of that settlement. 
The park will be near Twelfth and Canal 
streets, within the shadows of the great 
manufacturing plant of the company. The 
exact sum to be expended by Mr. Crane and 
his daughter has not been settled. The 
nursery building alone will cost over $50,000, 
while the value of the land for the pare 
amounts to over twice that sum. 

The Crane company intends to erect a 
large office building at Canal street and 
Twelfth place, close by the park, which will 
-contain the offices of the company, and will 
cost $100,000. Should the city grant the re- 
quest of the company and sell the alleys 
which run through the property, it is said to 
be the intention to erect another building 
which may be used as a hospital for the em- 
ployés, 

The plans of Mr. Crane were made public 
yesterday at a méeting of the City Council 
Committee on Streets and Alleys West by 
Alderman Byrne when the question of the 
sale of the alleys to the Crane company wi was 
debated.

Miss Peters had been told that her heart 
was affected, and, thoroughly convinced, she 
sought a physician for anexamination. The 
physician discovered that she was not ill, 
but was puzzled as to the best way to con- 
vince her of the soundness of her heart. 
Finally he decided that the only way was to 
let her see the organ in action, With the 
assistance of the X-ray he did this. | 
„oO, my goodness, is that my heart?’ cried 
Miss Peters. Just see the thing wag!” — 
Miss Peters is 18 years old, and has a strong 
constitution, according to her physician. She 
was afflicted with sinking attacks, and felt 
sure that her heart had ceased to beat: Ac- 
cordingly she visited Dr. J. G. Message, who 
saw that her heart acted regularly. The 
difficulty was to convince the girl, so the 
physician adjusted the X-ray tube, dark- 
ened by a cloth, behind her back. The fluoro- 
scope was placed over her heart, and a heavy 
blanket thrown over her head-to shut out 
any light that might find its way into the 
room. 
The girl then held a mirror directly in front 
of her heart. First she saw in the mirror 
the shadow of her watch. 

“That must be my heart,” she ventured. 
It doesn’t move.“ 
Then, as her eyes became aequstomed to 
the darkness, she began to discern the out- 
lines of her heart. Gradually it developed, 
until she saw it clearly. For several min- 
utes the girl watched the pülsating organ, 
and then, turning to Dr. Message, she said: 
I guess, after all, it isn’t my heart that 
bothers me.” :

Chicago Board of Trade Men Bo Not 
Take Measure Seriously—Introduced 
Late in Session, It Has Slight Chance

CUBANS’ SUPPORT 


Délegition Ready to 
Platt Amendment After 
Talks in Washington. 


SEE M'KINLEY AND ROOT. 


Situation Explained and Distrast 
| of Intentions of United 
States Removed, 


ARE AMAZED BY AMERICA 


| 

Wii 0: C., April 28.— [Special. 
After conferring with President McKinley 
and Secretary Root for several hours today 
the Cuban commissioners are convinced 
that the best thing for the Cuban convention 
to do is to accept the conditions imposed by 
Congress as set forth in the Piatt amend- 
ment. They understand fully that until these 
conditions are complicd with the American 
troops will remain in Cuba and that the pres- 
ent status will remain unchanged. In other 
words, the American troops will remain in 
Cuba until every article of the Platt amend- 
ment is assented to, 

This applies with equal fdres to the pro- 
vision in which Cuba consents to the United 
States exercising the right to intervene for 
the preservation of Cuban independence, the 
maintenance of a government adequate for 
the protection of life, property, and individ- 
ual liberty, the supervision by the United 
States over the foreign relations with Cuba, 
and the establishment of coaling stations on 
the island. These are the three articlés 
to which the most objection is made. Ab- 
solute, independence is what the Cu- 
bans want, and they do not look With 
favor upon the proposals to give the United 
States the power to interfere.in its domestic 
or foreign relations. They fear if they con- 
sent to give this government such rights ad- 
vantage will be taken of them, and in the 
future undue interference with the ot 
Cuba will be made. 


_  Reassured by the President. 
- They were assured the United States has 
only the best and kindest motives toward 
Cuba, and it is a grievous mistake for any 
one to suppose this government desired 
to supervise the affairs of Cuba for any 
purpose other than the interest of the Cubans 
and their protection against foreign inter- 
ferénce. In other words, while the United 
States insists on having the right te inter- 
tere in the domestic affairs of Cuba in case 
of necessity in order to preserve peace ang 
order, the commissioners were given to un- 
derstand that this privilege will never be ex- 
ercised unless there are abundant reasons 
‘tor doing 80. 
At these lengthy conferences the conmimis- 
sioners, who were duly tmpressed by the 
importance of their mission and the cour- 
teous treatment accorded them, were given 
to understand that neither the President 
nor the Secretary of War, nor, in fact, any 
one connected with the government, had 
any right to modify in the slightest degree 
the conditions imposed by Congress. The 
Platt amendment to the army bill, they 
were told, is the law of the land, and as 
the President has sworn to administer the 
laws of Congress he must execute them a9 
he finds them, He is in duty bound, they 
were. told, to execute the law in regard to 
Cuba, as well as every other law — a 
statute. books. 


Shown the Proper Path. | 

While the Cubans were not advised in so 
many words to accept the conditions imposed, 
they were given to understand in a way 
4 which could not be misunderstood that the 
‘best interests of the Cubans would be sub- 
served if the convention should adopt the 
Platt amefidmerit. The sooner —— — done 
the quicker a government red by 
the Cubans will be established. 

The commissioners also learned something 
of the sentiment of Congress in regard to the 
attitude of the constitutional conventfon. 
They found the legislative body is determined 
that the Teller resolution, which gave Cuba 
the promise of independence, would be car- 
ried out to the letter, and that Congress con- 


| | siders it redeemed its pledge in that respect 


when it adopted the amendment which, thé 
convention thus far has refused to accept. 
They also found there a strong sentiment ia 
favor of annexing Cuba to the United States. 
This will not be done, in violation of any 
pledges already given, but if the Cubans - 
should refuse to accept the conditions before 
Congress convenes that body would in all 
probability authorize the establishment of a 
protectorate over Cuba, if indeed it does no: 
go so far as to annex the island. Such 
action, it is said, would be justified on the 
ground that the Cubans have proved them- 
selves unable to administer a stable govern- 
ment in that they have failed to agree upon 
the preliminaries necessary to 
ment of a government. . 


Hard to Get Trade Concessions. : 

It was learned by the commissioners that it 
will be a much more difficult matter to pro- 
cure trade concessions than was imagined, 
It is true Cuba produces a great many things 
which would not conflict with the commercial 
interests of the United States, It would be 
an easy matter, perhaps, to make some sort 
of a treaty advantageous to both Cuba and 
the United States in respect to articles of 
this kind. What the Cubans desire most, 
however, are coneessions in the tariff rates 
on sugar and tobacco. These are the two 
principal products of Cuba and they come in 
competition to a considerable extent with 
domestic products of this kind, and there fs 
strong opposition to giving the Cuban prod- 
ucts any advantages they do not now enjoy. 

The commissioners were greatly impressed 
by what they have seen of the United States 
and seem to be amazed. They have been in 
the hands of the government officials from 
the time they left Cuba and have been warned 
against discussing their mission, but it was 
learned they have been convinced the best 
course for the Cubans to pursue is to agree to 
the Platt amendment without further prey & 

When the President met the delegates in 
the blue room at the White House he re- 
ferred to the Cuban situation only in a gen- 
‘eral way, and suggested that the delegates 
confer fully with Secretary Root, who has 
an intimate knowledge of Cuban affairs. 
After the formalities at the White House, 
the delegates went to their hotel for lunch- 
eon, after which they returned to the War 
department, and conferred with Secretary 
Root until about 6:30. They then returned 
to their hotel to dress for the state dinner 
given in their honor by the President. 

During the evening the Cubans came into 
possession of a vast amount of information 
relative to the subject which is of such vast 
importance to them. The relations of Cuba 
and the United States were naturally the 
topic which was discussed almost to the en- 
clusion of everything else. In this way the 
Cubans learned more of the country and its 
| intentions toward Cuba than it would have 
been possible under any other circumstance,

Five Hundred Tons of Machinery to Be 
Put on the Top Floor of the Bulld- 
ing, or One Hundred Feet from the 
Ground—Scheme Laughed At When 
First Proposed by the Engincer and 


lollers Will Be Hoisted 


Chicago will have the loftiest engine-room 
in the world upon the completion next week 
of A. Booth & Co.’s cold storage warehouge 
in Kinzie street, just west of Clark street. 
The 500 tons of engines, boilers, ammonia 
thachines, and dynamos will be stationed 100 
feet from the ground, and the scheme will 
note a departure from conventional. engi- 
neering, which at first was regarded by ex- 
perts with fear and trembing. The boilers, 
weighing forty-eight tons, will be hoisted 
from the ground today. x... 
The suggestion to put the engine-room on 
the top instead of the ground floor came 
from George H. Stoddard, consulting engi- 


‘was out of the question to place-the boilers 
in the basement of a cold storage house. Mr. 
Booth declared the land too valuable to de- 
vote ground space to an engine-room, which 
should be outside the building. Mr. Stodderd 
replied that the top story was, therefore, 
the only feasible position left, and engineers 


and architects laughed at him. 


Work Converts the Skeptics. _ 
Inquiry showed that the highest engine 
in the world rested on the third floor, and 
was of inconsequential weight compared with 
the machinery which was designed for the 
Booth plant. But Mr. Stoddard and the 
architects, D. H. Burnham & Co., undertook 
the work, and before the completion of the 
structure’s foundation had converted the 
skeptics. 

The building has a frontage in Kinzie 
street of 185 feet, extends 200 feet to North 
Water. street, and is ten stories high. Brick, 
iron, and cement are the principal materials 
used in construction, and wherevér wood is 
employed it is sheathed in sheet irom The 
foundation was more expensive than any 
other part of the bullding. Eighteen hundred 


piles were driven sixty feet into the ground, 


and every thirteen feet a fifty-six-foot cais- 
son was sunk. The tops of the piles and 
caissons were joined by a network of iron 
girders two feet thick, and the whole work 
was then filled and covered with cement. 
Upon this foundation the steel superstruc- 
ture was raised, and again on the top floor 
fron beams and arches of gigantic propor- 
tions were put in place for the support of 
the machinery. | 

Boilers Weigh § ty-four Tons. 
The boilers complete, with their fittings, 
will weigh seventy-four tons and will stand 
eighteen feet high. Then there are two 
engines, two ammonia machines, ice making 
‘machinery, and four dynamos. Oil will be 
used for fuel and electricity will be the mo- 
tive power. The expense of hoisting the 
machinery to its place will be $5,000. 

The warehouse is divided into three dis- 
tinct buildings, communicating only by 
street doors. Sixty-three million eggs can 
be stored in the west section, and 6,000,000 
pounds of butter in the middle house. The 
east division will be devoted to fine fruits, 
cheese, meats, and other supplies. The sys- 
tem of refrigerating by fanned currents of 
air will be used In the egg and general stor- 
age sections of the new building. The old 
ammonia pipes will be retained only in the 
butter-house. A temperature of 22° below 
zero can be maintained, | 
The land on which the warehouse stands 
was leased from the Northwestern Univer- 
sity for forty 2 and the cost of the 
building is $500,

Fon DOCTORS TO INSPECT. 


Lawellys F. Barker Tells Med- 
ical Sociéty That He Has Imported. 
Bacilli from San Francisco, Cal. | 


The bubonic plague germ nad in 
the visitor, learned men say, 
need cause no alarm. It is safely housed in 
a culture tube, and will not be allowed to

he bacilli are under the care of Dr. 
Lewellys F. Barker of Rush Medical College. 
They are direct from the infected distriet of 
San Francisco, and were brought to Chicago 
in order that local physicians may study

Dr. Barker was a member of the Johns 
Hopkins commission to India in 1898 for 
the study of the plague, ent later was con- 
t

nected with the governmen commission to 
San Francisco. 
r. Barker recently returned from San 


Francisco, but the fact that he broyght with 
him cultures of bacilli which are 


for the spread of the plague did not b 
public until last night, when he lectured on 
the disease before the Chicago Medical So- 
ciety in Central Music Hall, He refrained 
from making any exhibition of his treas- 
ures, however. 

„J feared to bring some of the cultures 
with me,” said Dr. Barker by way of apol- 
ogy. not so much on account of the danger 
that might attend their exhibition as in def- 
erence to public opinion. There is such a 
widespread dread of the disease that I do 
not care to add to the fear of Its dissemina- 
tion. 

As a result of his . observations 
of the bubonic plague, both in India and in 
‘the United States, Dr. Barker expréssed the 
opinion that there was a strong probability 
that the world again might be visited by a 
great plague. 

Expert observers of epidemics who have 
been studying the bubonic plague,” said*Dr. 
Barker, believe it quite possible that an- 
other great plague is soon to develop, but 
nobody fears a recurrence of such an epi- 
demic as the black death. Thesanitary con- 
world have so improved that 
half the dread is removed.“ 

In discussing the cause of the plague and 
the manner of its dissemination Dr, Barker 
echoed the war cry of the Japanese govern- 
ment against rats, which he declared were 
the most dangerous of all the, factors in 
spreading the disease. 

While there are varying opinions among 
physicians as to the mannef in which the 
plague is spread, Dr. Barker said, they 
agree that all great epidemics have been pre- 
ceded by an epidemic of the plague among 
rats. It has been demonstrated beyond any 
doubt that the rats die of the plague before 
it becomes prevalent toa creſſt extent among 
people. 2 

Dr. Barker tonight will don nes his lecture 
on the plague before the Chicago Patholog- 
ical society.

REPORT OF HEAVY ‘LOSSES. 


3 HL Phillips, sometimes called the 
“Corn King.“ had the satisfaction yester- 
day of extending. his reign over some of the 
big shorts who had been disputing his title 
to the crown. They bowed their heads to the 


yoke in token of at least temporary al- 


legiance, and bought about 2,000,000 bushels 
at 48 cents and better. This was an advance 
of 12 cents from the price when Phillips 
started his bull campaign last December 
and of seven cents from the low price made 
on a four-cent break in February, when the 
bears tried to shake him and his customers 


out of their lines by raiding the market and 


calling heavy margins. 


Armour & Co. Heavy Buyers. 

Armour & Co. were the heaviest buyers, 
taking 500,000 bushels in one lot from Phil- 
lips and 350,000 bushels more before the 
session was over. The half millien-bushel 
deal was conducted in a manner so quiet 
and confidential that it would have shocked 
the sensibilities of gentle readers who look 
upon the corn pit as a pandemonium of ex- 
eltement and have been led to believe that 


shorts are always in a panic. 


Keep Asking for More. 

It was shortly after the opening that A. 
J. Valentine, President of the Armour Grain 
company, walked into the pit, elbowed his 
way through the crush of brokers to 
Phillips’ side, and whispered to him: 

George, I'll give you 48 cents for 200,000 
bushels,”’

Phillips at once began bidding the market 
up, stopping at 48% cents to sell 150,000 bush- 
els more to Bartlett, Frazier & Co., and a 
minute later paid 49 cents for a small lot, 
establishing a new high price record. There 
was a new demand by scattered shorts, who 
had set limits on their losses as each new 
price was reached. 

Values were allowed to recede to 48 cents 
again, and at one time, when Phillips 
stepped out of the pit, they dropped quickly 
to Ku cents, on the idea that he had sold out 
all his May ‘line and withdrawn his support 
from the market. He set the new theory at 
rest by coming back to bid for more corn, 
and the close was steady at 48 cents. 


Loss of $60,000 Rumored. 


The big buying by Armour was the sensa- 
tional feature of the market. One of the 
stories in circulation was that the big ele- 
vator company had sold Phillips 1,500,000 
bushels at 36 cents, on which premise the 
single purchase of 500,000 bushels at 48 cents 
would have represented a loss of $60,000 to 
them, and a corresponding gain to the bull 
operator or his customers. 

But other explanations, possibly entitled to 
just as much credence, were to the effect that 
the buying was on account of Eastern ex- 
porters who had misjudged the volume of 
contract corn which would be received here, 
and that it was for Patten, the leading bear 
of the last six weeks, who.reasoned that he 
could cover more cheaply through Armour 
than through brokers: wha usually trade for 
Him. 


Returns Favors to Armour. 

Another interesting rumor was that Phil- 
lips was especially willing to accommedate 
the Armour company and that that concern 
had not joined in the attempt to embarrass 
him by heavy margin calls on the late break. 

There was some idea in the trade that Phil- 
ups must be out of his May line and that the 
price would fall off sharply to a cash basis, 
or about 44 cents. The bull leader did not 
encourage this opinion.

COLD WIND HURTS NAVIGATION. 


Southerly Breezes Blow Over the Lakes 
On Only Two Days Between March 
27 and April 286. 


But two daive from March 27 to yesterday 
has the wind blown from the south. North- 
erly winds have prevailed, bringing with 
them the chill of the frozen north during the 
remaining twenty-eight days. The two odd 
days were April 5 and 1 The effect of so 
much northerly wind h been disastrous 
on lake navigation: The Straits of Macki- 
naw and the Soo River, between Lake Huron 
and Lake Superior, became free of ice about 
the Usual time, but all the ice in Lake Huron 
was driven down into the neck where the 
lake empties into the River St. Clair.
